What we consider most 
dey lorable, however, was the awful 
profanity indulged in) by mary men 
and boys. We heard most terrible 
oaths and the name of God and Christ 
Ss) often taken in vain, that it seem- 
ed impossible for those who used 
them pot to receive instantaneous 
punishment from Heaven. While 
those who had listened to the econsol- 
ations of the Gospel were returning 
to their homes, their ears were assail- 
ed by oaths and vulgarity unbearable 
in acivilized community. It is time 
that those who choose to celebrate 
Christmas Day in an unehristian 
manner, Were taught that liberty is 
not license to offend. Some of the 
white as well as colored people seem 
to forget the distinctien. 

While we do not condemn the en- 


joyment of holidays to their fullest 


extent, itseems to us that a higher 
degree of intelligence would suggest 
something more dignified to grown- 
up men than blowing horns and fir- 
ing squibs, keeping up an uproar un- 
bearable! Imagine the tortures ofa 
sick, nervous person, on Market 
street, from sundown Friday night 
until midnight Saturday, aud then 
followed until daylight, with 
oceasional strains of “We won't go 
home till morning' Let there be 
further reform.

North Carolina participated in the 
first Continental Cougress tliat as- 
sembled in Carpenter's Hall, in the 
city of Philadelphia, in September, 
1774, for the purpose of discussing 
certain grievances against 
tie mother country. 

On the 12th of April, 1776, the Pro- 
vinecial Congress of North Carolina 
adopted a resolution instructing the 
delegates of the State in the Contin- 
ental Congress to vote to declare io- 
dependence. 

(arolina participated in that 
memorable Congress of patriots aud 
statemen assembled in Philadelphia 
on the 4th of July, 1776, which pro- 
claimed to the world “that all men 
are created equal; that they are en- 
cowed by their Creator with certain 
inalienable rights; that among these 
are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness.” 

North Carolina participated in the 
Congress at Philadelphia in July, 
1778, which adopted Articles of Con- 
federation and perpetual union. 

North Carolipa participated in the 
common dangers, privations and 
sufferings through the Revolution- 
ary War for the establishment ofour 
independence, and in the common 
benefits and blessings of its mighty 
achievement. ; 

North Carolina participated in the 
Convention at Philadelphia in 1757, 
which framed the Constitution of the 
United States of America, “in order 
to form a more pertect Union, estab- 
lish justice, insure domestic tran- 
quillity, provide for the common de- 
fence, promote the general welfare, 
and secure the blessings of liberty to 
ourselves and our posterity.’’ 

North Carolina performed a noble 
and inportant part in the long and 
perilous struggle Which resulted in 
the formation of the Uuion; she 
still retains a lively interest 
in its welfare and preservation, and 
it would not seem to be in accordance 
with her early revolutionary history 
for her now to fail to take any part 
with her sisters in the Centennial!

Thomas Jefferson said “no State 
was more fixed or forward in the 
cause of independence than North 
Carolina.” If she was the foremost 
then, let her not be a laggard now, 
when her aitachment to liberty re- 
as firm and strong as it was 
one hundred years ago. 

North Carolina participated with 
alacrity and zeal in the honors of 
achieving our independence and in 
the establishment of free representa- 
tive government, and as she is one of 
the old thirteen States of the Union, 
it is her right and duty to participate 
with her sisters in the celebration 
and exhibition of our National Cen- 

nnial. 
North Carolina may well be proud 
of her revolutionary history. Let it 
stand as an enduring monument to 
her patriotism and devotion to civil 
and religious liberty for centuries yet 
tocome, Let us participate in the

American citizens, whether native 
or adopted, as the friends of pro- 
gress, aS the friends of peace, 
and as the friends of our eommon 
country.

THE DEVIL’s WORK. 


Full Particulars of the Horrible Dye 
nemite Plot—Graphic Descriptios 
by an Kye Wituess—A scene of 
Itorror Never to be Forgotten— 
Whole Families Swept into Eter- 
nity. 

New York, December 28 —The 
following particulars respecting the 
dynamite explosion of Bremerhaven, 
are from the Weiser Zeitung: It ap- 
pears that just before the vessel was 
about to sail, a cart containing four 
cases and a barrel was being unload- 
ed for shipment. Suddenly a terrible 
explosion occurred. The effeet was 
terrible. The quay was then throng- 
ed with people, partly belongiug to 
the steamer, partly spectators and 
partly passengers, who had remain- 
ed there to take a last farewell of 
their friends, 

AN EYE-WITNESS, 

who stood under the gangway of the 

Mosel, on hearing the terrific report, 

saw anumber of black lumps flying 

aboutin the air whilst very few of 
the persons on land remained visi- 
ble. Apprehending a boiler ex plo- 
sion, he threw himself flaton deek, 
when he received a volley of sand, 
broken g@iass, fracments of flesh, 
pones, ete. The devastation on board 
the Mosel was terrific; no skylight 
was left. The cobins aft, starboard, 
apd port, were ether crushed in or 
bulged out}. (the pressure, or alto- 
vethbersmas' «ol. ‘The side plates of 
the ship were burst. The ports with 
their glasses and rivets torcec in- 
wards, and the whole ship was 
RESMEARED WITIE BLOOD, 
and stuck over with pieces of flesh 
and other human debris. In the 
hold and other parts of theship, were 
found armis, legs, atid other portions 
of the human frame: timus, the lower 
hold reeeived some limbs through the 
open hatchway. The sides of the 
hatchWay were burst by the vres- 
sure, snd the frout of the navigation 
cabin on deck stove in. The whole 
ship was littered with glass shreds, 
which even filled the dishes from 
the steam kitchen asthey were being 
served to the tween deck or steerage 
passengers, The tug got off compare 
tively unhurt, being so much more 
below the quay line than the Mosel; 
the whole of its deck was des- 

troyed. The crew came off with a 

mere tright, only the engineers and 

stokers having been hurt slightly. 

On lund, where the package had 

been unloaded, a hole had been pro- 

duced from six to seven feet deep.

shreds of dresses, ete. In large reek- 
ing pools of blood you might see here 
an arm, there a calf, intestines,muti- 
inted busts, etc. Among the most 
horrible details of this calamity is the 
fate of the Lxtmer family, who were 
seeing off one of their sons to Califor- 
nia.

anid the poor horse has had his feet 
biown off near the hoof. This barrel 
was made for Thomas by the master 
cooper Delvendahl.

Io the one 
division it is assumed that he had 
placed the igniting apparatus and 
the other filled with dynamite. He 
accompanied the barrel when it was 
taken to the depot of North German 
Liovd Company and told the porter 
it should be handled with care. 

THE SCENES AT THE HOSPITAL 
and dead bouse was of the most bar- 
rowing character.

abandoned. They also resolved that 
farm Jabor in a cotton country is 
necessarily of twelve months’ service, 
and shon!d be so engaged. The 
giving of Saturday as a rest day was 
pronounced mischievons and dem- 
oralizing, and so was the practice of 
certain merchanis in purchasing 
seed cotton. They then pledged 
themselves not to plant over fifteen 
acres of cotton to the plow, or pay 
more than sixty dollars a year toa 
field hand. 


Arrorney General Melton, in a 
report to the General Assembly of 
South Carolina, says of W. J. Whip- 
per, one of the recently elected 
Judges whom Governor Chamber- 


locked up in his breast, but he found 
the prisoner determined to keep se- 
cret whatever information he may 
possess. During the conversation, 
however, he intimated his belief that 
Grant would “make a soft bed tor 
Babcock,” and said, while apparent- 
ly ruminating to himself, “I could 
shake °em up if I wanted to, but I 
had rather wait.”

His 
skin looks tanned, but the face has 
otherwise a look of well fed comfort, 
which indieates that he does not lack 
abundant and wholesome nourish- 
ment. He wore a broad-brimmed 
black felt hat, which half concealed 
his forehead, and the regulation stri- 
ped suit of the ordinary conviet. The 
jacket being open he exhibited a fine 
iinen shirtof snowy whiteness, orna- 
mented with a pretty, peat shirt 
stud. He did not look at all likea 
convict, but more like aman who out 
of pure caprice had chosen lo assume 


an odd, quaint garb.”

SENATOR GORDON, 


His Good FExampte in Refusing to 
Let His Son Accept a Goverament 


Appvuintment. 


The country is already quite Pie 
antly familiar with the name of John 
B. Gordon, of Georgia, erstwhile @ 
fighting lieutenant general of the 
Confederacy, and now a thoroughly 
reevnstructed Senator of the United 
States. Perhaps it is toomuch tosay 
that in the character of John B. Gor- 
don is embraced more true manhood 
and genuine honor than can be found 
rin any other man holding important 
position in the government; but it is 
not too much to say that in these pare 
ticulars he is not excelled by any citi- 
zen of the United States either in 
publie or private life. 

Gen. Gordon is not rich. On the 
other hand his circumstances are so 
moderate that he finds it necessary 
to cut his corners pretty closely to 
avoid a deficit in his domestic ac- 
counts at the end of each year. Large- 
hearted and hospitable enough to 
spend the income of a duke if he en- 
joyed it, this gallant gentleman is 
compelled to restrict his impulses of 
generosity to the limits of very little, 
it anything, beyond his senatorial 
salary. He has a large family, the 
eldest of whom, Hugh Gordon, is 
a young man of much promise 
and great ambition, pow engaged in 
the study of the law here in Wash- 
ington. The necessity of strict econo- 
my under which his father la- 
bors is a serious embarrassment 
to the young man, and compels 
him to forego many of the common- 
est pleasures of life. Last year the 
sergeant-at-arms, Mr. French, agen- 
tleman whose excellent impulses 
have trequently suggested to me that 
he was in the wrong pew politically, 
and ought to join the balance of good 
fellows who make up the bulk of the 
Democracy, learned of the embarass- 
ments under which young Gordon 
labored. Appreciating the sterling 
qualities of the young man, and full 
of a praiseworthy desire to assist him, 
no less for bis own than for his fath- 
er’s sake, Mr. French went outside 
the regulations of his party caucus 
and tendered to Hugh a position in 
the Senate chamber, which would 
pay about $1,800 a year, and the du- 
ties of which could be discharged 
Without seriously curtailing his op- 
portunities for prosecuting his legal 
studies. The young man was about 
to accept of the position, when Sena- 
ior Gordon learned of it, 

The senator immediately sought 
Mr. Freneh and told him he could 
not consent to the arrangement, 
‘God bless you Mr. French, for 
your kind intentious,”’ said the sena- 
tor, “* but I can not consent to have 
my son pensioned on the govern- 
ment. Do not imagine that I object 
tothe arrangement you have been so 
kind as to offer upon merely partisan 
grounds, [tis not because this posi- 
tion is offered to my son by a Repub- 
lican officer thet Lobject to his accept- 
ance ofit. object because 1 am op- 
posed ulterly to the doctrine that a 
senator's sou should be entitled to 
any consideration, and because IT can 
hot sanction any approach, however 


suffering for the comforts of life be- 
cause we have not learned to sepa- 
rate them from the Inxuries and 
take them without extravagance. | 
In other countries the times are | 
never better than they are here, and 
the people never make more money 
than we make now. But the differ- 
ence is that the life of the people 
elsewhere is adjusted toa smaller 
amount of means, and the facilities 
for getting such comforts as are in- 
dulged in by all are regulated with 
a view to greater cheapness, there 
being less waste by the consumer, 
and less profit to the dealer. Onur 
people are generally still making 
enongh money to live comfortably. 
If, therefore, we adjust our expendi- 
tures to more economical customs, 
we will still get along with all our 
former comforts. The hard times 
will have been a benefit to us if they 
teach us to adopt cheaper ways of 
living well.”

So 
Fitzhugh tendered Hugh Gordon 
oue of the best plac:s in his gift, and 
the young man asked his father’s 
consent to aeeept it. 

“Writeimmediately to Col. Fitz- 
bugh my son,”’ replied Senator Gors 
dou, “and thank him for his con- 
sideration. Aud say in addition, that 
by reason of circumstances over 
which you have no control it would 
be improper for you to accept any ap- 
poiutive office under the suspices of 
any political party. And to settle this 
matter onve for ali, let it be under 
stood that so long as I holda position 
of trustand influence by virtue of 
the sulfrages of the legislative repre- 
sentatives of the people of Georgia, 
you cannot accept any appointment 
whatever. If the people of Georgia 
should ever require your services 
they will signify the fact by electing 
you to the position they may desire 
you to fill. But the fact that they 
have chosen me to represent them in 
the Senate does not signify that they 
require your services in any capaci- 
ty.’’ 

So this appointment was declined. 
I repeat that in this era of scramble 
for office and of shameless nepotism 
in all branches of the government, 
this little episcde in the career of the 
Georgia Senator stands out in bold 
and striking relief, and should be set 
up as an example for all our public 
servants to imitate. Men who con- 
fronted the division that Gordon led 
twelve years ago do not need to be 
told that be was a soldier fit to rank 
with Lannes, Soult or Massena. And 
those who have been honored by his 
acquaintance since do not require as~ 
surance that he is a man and a gen- 
tleman of the purest and noblest type 
extant in the present or of record in 
history. But as there are a great 
many people in the North who never 
resisted his charge in battle or grasp- 
ed his hand in social intercourse, I 
have recited this little aneedote that 
they may form some idea of the char- 
acter of the man. I sometimes won- 
der at the flexibility ofthese political 
institutions which seat men like 
John B. Gordon alongside of Jobn 
Logan and Simon Cameron, and
